Tile Oldest Copper Mines, 

The copper mines of Sinai, on the 
northwest of Arabia, were worked 
thousands of .years before the Chris¬ 
tian era. It is stated in “Comptes 
Rondus” that those copper mines are 
the most ancient of which history 1 
makes mention, According to authen¬ 
tic documents they were worked from 
about 5000 years B. C. until about 1300 
or 1200 B, c. Their possession had 
been the object of several wars, but 
they had been abandoned for 3,000 
years on account of the poverty of the 
ores.

tained the scepter of Pepi I, a king of 
the Sixth dynasty. This scepter, made 
of pure copper, is preserved in the Brit¬ 
ish museum.

Mn.rvelou* EviiiUisiou of Cotton* 
Manufacturing; In South Carolina, 
Spurtanburg’ii Progress — Iloiv n 
Thriving; City Grew. • , 


The growth of the cotton manufac-.. 
turing industry in the south in recent 
years has been by leaps and bounds, 
and nowhere is . this more apparent 
than in Spartanburg .county, S. C„ 
sometimes called the Lowell of th<? 
south. 

Uninformed visitors may be disposed 
to smile at tbe adoption of the de¬ 
scription, “Lowell of tbe south.” , Low¬ 
ell does not smile at it, for this'is tbe 
great cotton manufacturing center of 
tbe south, the country that has set tbe 
example which other counties are fol¬ 
lowing with advantage and great prof¬ 
it. Augusta, Ga., talks with pride of 
her 200,000 spindles; Columbia, with 
scarce five years’ experience in cotton 
manufacturing in real earnest, also 
boasts of 200,000 spindles and a prom¬ 
ise of speedy increase; Spartanburg 
county calmly shows tbe record of .24 
cotton mills, capitalized at $5,110,200, 
with 410,040 spindles and 12,454 looms, 
turning into cloth about’250,000 bales 
of cotton each year. " 

Each mill is a history in itself of the 
progress of the industrial movement-in 
South Carolina. But all of them'-ae- 
kuowledge an . influence, the wisdom 
and sagacity of a leader who pointed 
out the way with a confidence, fore¬ 
sight, energy and ability that entitle 
him to the houor in which his mem¬ 
ory is held—D. E. Converse, a Vir¬ 
ginian. born in 1S2S, who was tbe 
pioneer in cotton. manufacturing in 
that part of South Carolina. 

These great mills have made of a 
ouce diminutive but pleasant town a 
large and thriving one, with a future 
that must be full of comfort to those 
who choose to settle down here almost 
under, the shadow of the bills of tbe 
Blue Ridge. In 1S70 tbe population 
was 1,070. In 1890, after tbe develop¬ 
ment of cotton spinning and weaving 
had begun, it bad increased to 5,500. 
Judging by tbe public school attend¬ 
ance it is now considered a moderate 
estimate to put tbe population at 17,- 
Q00. With the influx of builders, of 
mill operatives, of persons interested 
in tbe direction of new enterprises, all 
sorts of business have marched along 
until now tbe number of wholesale 
houses is impressive, and tbe increase 
in tbe number of churches and schools 
and the quality of all such structures 
tell of the prosperity of the mills, run¬ 
ning night and day, and of the share 
that the people of the town have In it 

The natural attractions, the scenery, 
the, water supply, the health statistics, 
invite more comers from the mountain 
and the lowlands. The statement that 
more than 1,000 houses have been built 
in the last: year ought to convey an 
idea of the activity prevailing In this 
bustling little city, with its quaint, old 
fashioned, irregular public square, or¬ 
namented With a fine bronze statue in 
honor of Morgan, the patriotic rifleman 
of the Revolution. - The stores are 
many and well stocked. Along the 
street are seen many mountaineers, 
the tall, athletic men of the type found 
In eastern Kentucky and Tennessee, 
and you are told that there has been 
a greater Infusion of them in recent 
years than before the industrial era 
set in, The schools are not only in 
good buildings, but are said to be as 
efficient as tbe best in tbe south. 

A short drive from the center of the 
town to the eastward brings the visitor 
to Converse college, ad institution 
broadly established and liberally en¬ 
dowed by D, E, Converse, the gentle¬ 
man whose enterprise encouraged and 
guided the recent development of the 
Cotton manufacture in this part of 
South Carolina. Within certain lim¬ 
its * it is aii independent institution. 
It is Christian, but not denominational, 
and the fouuder took great-pains that 
his intentions Should be can-led' ofii 
The situation and grounds are superb. 
Upon tbe highest spot in Spartanburg, 
elevated 1,200 feet above the sea level, 
with 50 acres of ground about the 
establishment'and commanding a view 
of the nearby Bine Ridge that is ex¬ 
quisite, there are fine brick buildings 
costing ,$120,000 that are complete in 
every detail, The main building is 400 
feet long and 190 feet deep and coil- 
tains 175 rooms. Converse college is 
exclusively for girls,' There are also 
other excellent educational institutions 
in Spartanburg. 

Public spirit is asserting itself in 
Spartanburg. J. O, Garlingtoii, the 
proprietor of The Herald, who .cher¬ 
ishes a worthy ambition for the town, 
predicts tliat it will not be long before 
the many evidences of awakening en¬ 
terprise will be crystallized in Jfij. 
provements that wili add to the ; com¬ 
fort of a place greatly, favored by na¬ 
ture. Hitherto there lias been so much 
COnderitratiofi Of interest in the Con¬ 
struction of mills that there has, been 
little attention given to municipal ltd- 
proveinents. For the sake of business 
in its closely built up tnaln Street Spar¬ 
tanburg' must soon have pavements. It 
■is promising to be rich*, It oannbt af¬ 
ford to be wastefully economical.' 


Its Life History and tbe Methods In 
'. ’* Vogue For Fighting It. 

Very destructive insects are the can- 
kerworms. Though easy to conquer if 
properly treated, the annual loss due’to 
t'qeir depredations is very considerable, 
and it would seem'that many persons 
have yet to learu the methods of fight¬ 
ing this old time pest, There are two 
species of cahkerworms more, or less 
common wherever apples are raised) 
tbe full cankerworm and the spring 
cankcrworm. Tbe fall worm is per¬ 
haps the more common; It is a single 
brooded insect, which lays its eggs ei¬ 
ther late in the autumn' or early in 
spring, -The egg. hatches out a small 
loopworm that grows to the length of 
nearly an inch., It varies greatly in 
color, but is usually gray or almost 
black, striped with yellowish or green¬ 
ish. Being a measuring worm,* it has, 
less than the ordinary number of legs,* 
six true legs near the head and four 
false legs, near the posterior extremity, 
with an extra rudimentary pair on the 
fifth abdominal segment. When full 
grown, it descends to the ground and 
usually buries itself sometimes several 
inches beneath the surface. Here it 
forms a coil by turning round and 
round and changes to tbe pupal stage. 
Late in tbe fall, from tbe last of Octo¬ 
ber to thq time when tbe ground be¬

To accomplish this end various devices 
have been tried, such as banding tbe 
tree with paper and on this spreading 
printers’ ink or caterpillar lime or any 
thing sticky enough to prevent the cat¬ 
erpillars from crawling' up. Perhaps 
the best band is made of Cotton bat¬ 
ting. A strip of this is wound around 
a tree trunk and fastened securely by 
a string at or below tbe middle. The 
Upper end is now turned down, form¬ 
ing a loose, fluffy, mass, in which the 
Insects get entangled and die. This 
method has pne disadvantage. The 
bands have to be kept oil from tbe last 
of October until spring Is Well advanc¬ 
ed and must be renewed after rains or 
when tbe cotton loses its fluffy nature. 
As the worms feed upon apple, elm, 
cherry and some other trees precau¬ 
tions must be taken to prevent them 
from breeding on these trees and again 
infesting the fruit trees. 

The best method of overcoming these. 
pests, however, is by spraying. They 
readily yield to a spray of one .of the 
atsenites (see chapter on insecticides), 
which should be applied early as soon 
as any worms are Seen, even, before 
blooming, but never during the period 
of bloom. It may be necessary to re¬ 
peat the spraying,' but this method is 
by far the cheapest and most satisfac¬ 
tory.

trees. Many of the moths do not 
emerge in the fall, but remain in the 
ground till spring. .When adult, the 
two sexes differ greatly in appearance. 
The male is a pretty moth, with ash 
gray front wings marked by" ithree 
transverse darker lines and bind wings 
of silvery gray. The female, on the 
other band, is not provided with wings, 
but has to crawl wherever she goes. 
She is somewhat more robust than the 
male and ashen gray in color marked 
with black. 

The fact that' the female canker- 
worms are wingless and must creep 
from the ground to the branches of the 
trees in order to lay their eggs gives us 
an excellent means of fighting them. 
If we can head them off and prevent 
them from crawling up the trunks of 
tbe trees, the eggs cannot be deposited 
on the twig4, and no harm Will result.

Should Beer he Sold in the Army 
I Canteen.* 

Circumstances now place this 
question directly before the Ameri¬ 
can people. 

The lower house of our National 
Legislature has just passed, by au 
overwhelming majority, an 
amendment to the Army Reorgan¬ 
ization Bill which reads: 

‘•The sale of our dealing in beer, 
wine or intoxicating liquors by any 
person in any post, exchange or 
canteen, or army "transport, or up¬ 
on any premises used for military 
purposes by the United States is 
hereby prohibited. The Secre¬ 
tary of War is hereby directed to 
carry the provisions of this section 
into’full force and effect.” 

The Senate Committee on Mili¬ 
tary Affairs has reported it to tbe 
Senate with the recommendation 
that it pass, but with, the words 
“beer” and “or any intoxicating 
liquors” stricken out, aud tbe 
words “or any distilled spirit's” 
substituted. 

This would permit the sale of 
beer and any fermented liquor ex¬ 
cept wine on all premises and 
transports used for military pur¬ 
poses by the American Array. 

If beer drinking helps our sol-: 
diers morally, mentally, and physi¬ 
cally, thereby fitting them better 
to defend our couutry and to rep¬ 
resent its principles, then this 
Senate amendment should be ac¬ 
cepted. 

WHAT IS THE NATURE OF BEER? $ 

Chemical analysis shows that 
beer contains from' three to five 
per cent, sometimes more, aicohol. 
It is undisputed that alcohol has 
the power, when taken even in 
small amounts, to create an un¬ 
controllable and destructive appe¬ 
tite for more; therefore, beer is a 
dangerous drink that invites to an 
increased use of alcohol, which 
may lead to drunkenness. 

The effect of the use of beer ds 
briefly stated in the London Lan¬ 
cet, the foremost medical journal 
of the world, which says, April 1, 
1899: 

“Any increased consumption of 
beer, however gpod for the brew¬ 
ers and-.the national exchequer, 
will not conduce to sobriety or to 
a diminution of the disease and 
misery produced by alcoholism.” 

Nearer home testimony from the 
Scientific American says: 

“Beer not only creates an appe¬ 
tite for something stronger, but 
its immediate influence aud effect 
upon crime are more dangerous in 
the community than the stronger 
liquors, in this way : The excess¬ 
ive use of the stronger drinks is 
liable to make meu drunk and 
helpless, unable to do much harm, 
while beer excites meu to acts of 
violence, desperation aud crime. 

“The use of beer has been found 
to produce a species of degenera¬ 
tion of all the organs. In appear¬ 
ance the beerdriuker may be the 
picture of health, but in reality 
lie is most incapable of-resisting 
disease.” 

SCIENTIFIC OBSERVERS OF ARMY 
LIFE. 

Men of German extractions in 
our Army should be influenced by 
their own great authorities. Dr. 
G. von Bunge, ’Professor of Physi¬ 
ological Chemistry in the Univer¬ 
sity of Basle, says: 

“In connection with the sanita¬ 
tion of armies thousand of experi¬ 
ments upon iarge bodies of men 
have been made, and have led to 
the result that in peace and War, 
in every climate, in heal, cold ami 
rain, soldiers are better able to en¬ 
dure tbe fatigues of the most ex¬ 
hausting marches when they are 
not allowed any alcohol.” 

Dr. Adolf Pick, Professor of Phy¬ 
siology in the University of W Urzt- 
burg, says: 

“It is quite beyond doubt that 
every dose of alcohol, even the 
most moderate, diminishes the 
Strength.” . 

In perfect harmony With' the 
foregoing is the testimony of Wil¬ 
liam B. Rochester, Brigadier-Gen¬ 
eral U. S. A. (Retired): 

“It has been Shown over And 
over that those Who endure the 
greatest fatigue and exposure ate 
the men who do not drink.”

Dob Saves a Child’s Life. 

From Saunders county, N.eb., comes 
a story of tbe remarkable fidelity and 
almost- human forethought ,of a shep¬ 
herd dog which for 19 hours 1 guarded a 
wandering babe which was out all 
night in a terrific rain and wind storm. 

The 2%-year-old child of Fyed Baltz, 
Jr., wandered away.from the farm¬ 
house, and when Mrs. Baltz missed the 
child she hitched up an old horse to a 
sulky and drove rapidly to ; the field 
where her husband was thrashing. The 
whole force of thrashers immediately 
volunteered to join in the search.

Everybody re¬ 
sponded, and as the searching party 
spread out each member of it request¬ 
ed aid of every man he met, so that by 
midnight there were more than 50 men 
searching hills and dales in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the Baltz farm. All night 
long, during which at intervals the 
fury of the storm seemed to baffle the 
efforts of strong men, the search was 
continued, but the little 1 one eluded 
every member of the party. 

Not until 1 o’clock the next day was 
thq search for the child rewarded. Sit¬ 
ting up against the sheltering hank of 
a creek, wet, shivering and bedraggled, 
the child was found. By its side, stood 
a shepherd dog who for a year or more 
had attended the flocks on Baltz’s farm. 
The faithful animal could not be in¬ 
duced to leave the child at the request 
of the man who first approached, who 
was a stranger to the dog, and for a 
few minutes he contested the right of 
the man to touch the child. After a 
careful survey he saw that the child 
had been dragged from an exposed 
point near the creek up under,a small 
overhanging bank of the stream which 
formed something of a natural shelter.
